Shprtiy after the turn of the'year I 
told the story of the All-America 
gladiolus, that elite band of gladiolus 
arisnerats to which many are cafied 
but few are chosen. 

It isn't so generally known that a 
similar testing and rating system exists 
for roses. 

The system involves the careful 
testing over a two-year period in M teat 
gardens located in different sections <4 
toe U S. and Canada and in varying 
climatic conditions. 

During tois test period, near rosea 
are known to the panels of expert 
judges only by serial numbers, and 
their names and origins arF not< 
revealed und they have been snaked 
and scored and the returns compiled.

Soaring by the Judges is be o 
uniform print system with matte given 
for euch characteristics as form, clarity 
of coloring, disease resistance, fra¬ 
grance. novelty and vigor. 

In some years, not one single new- 
rose has won itself enough marks to 
make toe grade of All-America honors. 
Three All-America roses, in one year 
was a big deal. This year the Judges fat 
the Jackpot, and in ISO no fewer than 
four new All-America roars wig be 
available to home gardeners. 


The first is a fktribunda cafied Angel 
Face, and it is the Brst lavender rose of 
any duaficiiHC to win an All-America 
Ruse Selection award. The buds, shaped 
like Grecian urns, are ruby red wrih 
Just a hint of lavender.
